the patterns of the material of which 
the Scotch petticoat are made. 
It’s 
a long story and its telling in detail, 
would involve a historical synopsis of 
| the original formation of the clans or 
tribes, which dates back to the old 
days of the feudal barons of the mid­ 
dle ages. 
The clans still exist today 
and the McLarens, the McPherson#, 
the Mclntoshes and a hundred other 
Mc’s all represent one or other of the 
surviving races of the old Caledonian 
aboriginal. 
Each clan has its own 
particular tartan and every Scotchman 
knows at a glance to which clan the 
wearer belongs. 
The tartan is worn 
both on kilt and on plaid or shawl, as 
the heavy plaid scarf is called which 
goes over the genuine Highlander’s 
shoulder. Suspended before him is his 
Sporan, an odd (but attractive orna­ 
ment of hair is worn so that the low­ 
er end protrudes one inch below the 
bottom of the kilt. It serves two pur­ 
poses, one of which is to keep the kilt 
from raising in the breeze or while 
the wearer is in action. It also serves 
as a pouch for there are capacious 
pockets concealed therein. 
On its 
front surface there are tassels of col­ 
ored hair which also denote caste, par­ 
ty or organization. 
The 
regulation 
cap of the Highlander is the glengary, 
known better on this side of the At­ 
lantic as tile “Scotch cap,” a small;and 
rakish affair not unlike the overseas 
cap of the American 
soldier, 
but 
adorned with long ribbons which hang 
down the wearers back or blow in the 
I breeze as he moves. 
The kilt is a 
! heavy pleated skirt which hangs about 
I level with the Knees and which when 
the wearer is kneeling on the floor 
| should display just exactly one-half
